The two steps now facing the men are an appeal to the 
Cincinnati Civil Service Commission. If the Civil Service 
Commission upholds the firing then the men have recourse 
to go to the Court of Common Pleas and sue to be reinstated 
to their former positions.

The city manager said in a statement that he was ac- 
ting in the public interest. 

In the statement, released by Turner after the announ- 
cement that the man had been fired, he pointed out that the 
decision attecting Abel and Fithin had been made, only after 
an intensive investigation had been conducted. 

Turner's statement said one of the major ingredients of 
@.g00d police administration is a strong policy to investigate 
instances of misconduct. According to Turner the in- 
vestigations must be fair and objective but still aggressive 
enough to uncover the truth regardless of how distasteful or 
unpleasant that truth may be. 

Turner_said the reputation of the police department 
and the quality of law enforcement in Cincinnati would “cer- 
tainly be enhanced" by the decision. 

Two other officers were disciplined in the case con- 
nected with the Abel-Fithin disciplinary hearings. 

Disciplined were Patroimen Phillip Padgett and 
William Temple Jr., who appeared before District 4 police 
hearing on December 27. “ 

The two officers formerly reported they had seen Abel 
and Fithin at a place other than the Cerebral Palsy Center 
where-Mrs. Woods said the men had taken her to have sex 
relations. The two officers, Padgett and Temple later 
changed their story to say that they had seen Abel and Fithin 
at the Cerebral Palsy Center not once but twice on the mor- 
ning Mrs. Woods says she was taken there.

MONTEGO BAY, JAMAICA -- His full name is Geddes 
Craig. “Just Craig for short." He's the poo! attendant at the 
Chatham Beach Hotel here. He's 21, native-born, unmarried, 
looking forward to a good life, He's also quite handy to have 
around, especially if you can catch him on his day off. Amy. 
and | managed this and he aided us in spending an unusual 
and enlightening day exploring the north shore of this island, 
between Montego Bay and the smart, bustling city of Ochos 
Rios. : 

Craig got us a-car, with his friend Larry as the driver. 
(We never did learn Larry's last name). It's just as well. 
Jamaican drivers jean on. their horn as heavily as their gas 
pedals. Moreover, according to our customs they drive on 
the wrong side of the road (British-style) and the highway 
between here and Ochos-Rios, while paved, is narrow, win- 
ding and full of surprises, Like wandering goats, errant 
mules, excited school kids, gigantic trucks, speedy little 
VWs, hawkers, hucksters and God knows what else! 

The first stop was Rose Hall Great House, infamous ‘at 
one time, now a historic landmark. Seems in the early 1800s 
the mistress murdered thtee husbands, countless slaves and 
the like. She was known as the “White Witch,” You'could do 
a book on. this one. Matter of fact two novels have already 
been written and I'm not about to compete. 

Then on to Falmouth, a typical Jamaican rural village 
where every day is “market day" and if you had time, could 
you ever have a ball! You can buy about anything you desire. 
But don't pay the asking price; name of the game is 
“haggle.” And don't feel sorry. for the Jamaicans if you think 
you've haggled them down. They've still made a profit, 

We paused at Discévery Bay — a remarkably beautiful 
spot where Columbus landed on his second visit to the New 
World, in 1494. Take plenty of color film for this one! It's 
beautiful. History abounds in this cove. You could spend a 
week and still leave. feeling incomplete. 

Next surprise: Dunn River Falls, on the outskirts of 
Ochos Rios. The river breaks suddenly from the jungle, flits 
down a series of rock step! flows into the Carribbean 
perhaps half a mile away’but the effect is tremendous. You 
can readily climb the steps, but don't slip. It's a fast and 
“funny way to get dunked. . 

.. Ochos Rios itself is half new, half old. There's a lot of 
few and modem construction underway, plus some bréath- 
staking new hotels~and resorts being completed. The push 

here is also on condominiums, for sale to foreigners (non- 
Jamaicans) and it is a hell of a fine place to retire. 

There is some fear being expressed as to over- 
building...maybe too many new hotels, too much emphasis 
on condominiums, The area could be hurt if transportation 
from the outside (air travel) is diminished. You also need 
Wheels here...some form of vehicular transportation. Auto 
prices are similiar to those in the States; gas averages 60 
cents a gallon. 

Housing costs are inching up but investors can get 
back a good retum ‘by renting out their homes during part of 
the year. Interest rates hang around five percent. Jamaica 
seeks sound investments from foreign sources. Its a 
capitalistic country, much concerned about sustaining the 
profit system.

According to figures 
released today by the Alcohol 
Safety Action Project (ASAP), 
tratfic deaths dropped from 
90 in 1971 and 83 in. 1972.

3643 this year. 

“The decrease in fatalities 
and the increase in” arrests 
have a close relationship,” 
said Seth P, Staples, ASAP 
coordinator.

And back to that dirty old man again, we know that you 
dislike him and in case you didn't get him a present because 
he was a low priority item, get him Diana & Marvin (Motown, 
M803V1), which is just something that you give an old man, 
only because you tolerate him since he's the best you can do 
sometime and his money is very spendable. However, both 
Marvin Gaye and Mrs. Diana Ross Silverstein have been in 
better form. Unlike his latest album, Let’s Get It On, this 
album suffers from static production commercialism: sheet 
music, musicians, a steady beat, cut all actions after ap- 
proximately 3-minutes and you're okay. Historically, this com- 
bination means that Mr. Gaye has carried on musically with 
the entire Motown stablettes: Mrs. Mary Wells Womack, Kim 
Weston, Martha. Jeans Reeves. and her Vandelas, Tammi 
Terrell and-now the grandest of the ex-Supremes, Diana 
Ross, Three points. 4 


You mig** find several of the tunes.rc—=morable for 
their fresh retreatments: “Stop, Look, Listen to Your Heart,” 
“You Are Everything,” and “Don't Knock My Love.” Nothing 
special, it is a catchy album and sort of alright, but it is 
clouded by some.rather trite commercial gimmicks that

From. that same family of labels is Jackie Jackson 
(Motown; M785VI). As a-single performer, Jackie doesn't 
quite make it. He is most interesting when he sort of im- 
provises on “Didnt | Blow Your Mind This Time.” He falls 
victim to some of the same restrictions placed upon Gaye & 
Ross, the same which applies to the Motown formula, 
whatever that might be. Otherwise, Jackie never shakes 
aloose.the family shackles. (I'm glad he didn't give this 
album to his néw Wife-as-a wedding present; it could have 
caused it to be rather short-lived.) About one point. 


But five points is coming up with our next entry, or as 
Moms Mabley would say: “Taj Mahal has been where the 
blues came from,” which is right back downhome, The man’s 
latest album, oooh so good'n biues (Columbia, KC-32600), 
starts off at the rims of the gutter and ends up having 
deepened its sides and rounded ail of its corners. 
Technically, the album is flawless; musically, it is expansive 
in scope and depth. 


The first number, Side No. 1, “Buck Dancer's Choice,” is 
an instrumental with a strong hint of Arkansas and Texas 
about it, always rather spirited and moving. The second one 
is a very smooth version of ‘Little Red Hen," a number where 
there is more than able backing by those low-down har- 
monizing Pointer Sisters, and sometimes “em ole fast" 
hussies almost steal his own: away from him. They go 
through vocal gymnastics that remind me of the way Mrs. Ike 
Tumer shakes way down low, and in that same sense, the 
number reaches for and makes the gutter in a rather stylishly 
sluttish way. Then, Mahal moves into a stone blues: “Mama 
Don?t You Know,” which is just the right sort of title for a 
decent blues. The orchestration here, like on the first cut, is 
limited: to a@ guitar _and_banjo,both_accoustic."Frankie and

hours later your baggage cat- 
ches up with* you, what a 
relief: This is-one of the haz- 
ards of modern, fast traveling. 

Paris,. with. its eternal 
buildings and seemingly in- 
destructible Eiffel Tower, is 
the same in appearance as! 
last saw it 28 years ago. 
Hustlers and sharpies are the 
same the world over. There 
are..plenty of them in Paris. 

The war, one, two and all 
the other skirmishes, have in- 
troduced Negroes to many 
places. Paris is no different. 
Former, war correspondent 
Ollie Ollie Steward of the 
Afro-American newspapers, 
who refused to return to jim- 
crow America, is a landmark 
here and a welcome sight for 
those of us who can't speak 
French. 

Another American, has 
traded his’ United States 
uniform for French citizen- 
ship. Attired in his chef's out- 
fit, he welcomes~you to his 
Paris soul food cafe. It’s jam- 
packed and we regret that we 
had eaten dinner before get- 
ting to his place. 

Hayes is a Morehouse 
College. graduate where he 
played football, He takes time 
out from his many hungry 
customers to reminisce about 
old times in the states. 

The brother is seen in 
many places in Paris but not 
inthe” meaningful jobs” We 
are still the marginal worker, 
Perhaps the fact that we don't 
have to endure public 
segregation, has dulled our 
sansitiveness to economic 
ostracism. . 

Paris with its thousand year 
history, the depredations of 
its ruthless kings, the 
avariciousness of Napoleofi 
and, now the loss of its fabled 
colonial empire, is a city 
without a doubtful future. It 
lives in its Memories that rat- 
tle the granite buildings and 
trod its memorable streets, It 
seems that all of this past 

is locked up in the 
stone walls and cobblestone 
patios of Versailles. We

Our guest cottage faces the 
Atlantic ocean. We have a full 
two-day schedule. ; 

“Guinea,” Sekou Toure 
said to French general 
Charles DeGaul: “would 
rather be poor and free than 
happy as a slave.” The 
French thereupon pulled up 
stakes, taking everything they 
could, damaging valuable 
machinery and destroyed im- 
portant records. Merchants 
closed up shops and most of 
them are still closed, 

The people of Guinea are 
poor but proud. There is no 
begging or any effort to 
harass visitors for money or 
to buy something. In fact, we 
had trouble getting the men 
who served us at the guest 
cottage to accept any

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Politicians In Low Esteem 


According to a recent survey 
conducted by the Department of 
Political Science, Case Western 
Reserve’ University, the recent ef- 
forts of President Nixon to restore 
confidence in his administration 
have borne very little fruit in the 
City of Cleveland 

The survey, in which 62) 
Clevelanders were contacted by 
telephone, using a randomized 
method of selection, took place 
during the period of October 16 
through November, showed that 
President Nixon has the approval of 
only 16% of the city population, 
compared to a 27% confidence 
rating nationwide in the November 
Gallup poll. More than 74% of the 
city residents expressed disap- 
proval of Nixon’s handling of the 
Presidency. 

Among Cleveland's’ white 
residents, 23% expressed approval 
of the. Nixon Presidency, 67% 
stated disapproval, and the remain- 
der had“ no opinion. Approval of 
Nixon's job performance was ex- 
pressed by only 4% of the city’s 
Black population, while 89% in- 
dicated disapproval 

Doubtless this declining trust in 
the Nixon Administration, and the 
accompanying public distrust in 
government (politicians) generally, 
could be attributed to the 
Watergate scandals primarily, but 
Watergate does not explain the 
equal disenchantment reflected in 
the poll in certain city institutions, 
with only 17% of city residents 
saying that they had a great deal of 
confidence in Cleveland govern- 


ment. Nearly half of those sampled 
expressed “some confidence” 
while 27% had little of no con- 
fidence in local government. 

Among Blacks, the disenchantment 
was even greater, with only eight 
percent of Black respondents ex- 
pressing confidence. 

Cleveland City Council, ac- 
cording, to. the survey, fared even 
less well. Thirty two percent of 
Clevelanders had little of no con- 
fidence in the City Council, and 
fewer than 10% expressed a “great 
deal" of confidence in the council. 
There was very little difference 
among the two racial groups. 

Two other agencies involved in 
the survey, the Cleveland Transit 
System and the Cleveland School 
Board fared little better 

Halt of those surveyed expressed 
little or no confidence from over 
half of all Clevelanders questioned,” 
with a favorable rating from only 
nine percent. 

The School Board was held in 
higher regard by whites, who gave 
a 28% vote of confidence, than 
Blacks, with 17% of whites showing 
littte or no confidence compared to 
27% of Blacks who held the same 
view, 

Obviously, the survey should be 
taken as a waming by the. local 
agencies involved, but the 
polarization between the City Ad- 
ministration and City Council, and 
the insensitivity of CTS to the idea 
of a regional transit system, give lit- 
tle hope for early improvement 
leading to a reestablishment of 
confidence.

Moody indicates that he has no 
qualms about recognizing and 
rewarding training and ability, 
regardiess of sex or racial ex- 
traction. 

The Mayor said Mrs. Williams, as 
director of the Department of Com- 
munity Services, will be responsible 
for the disposition and expenditure 
of a $2.5 million annual budget and 
will be the highest ranking woman 
employee in the history of Colum- 
bus and the highest paid black 
cabinet member. 

Director Williams, whose assign- 


ment became effective Tuesday, 
Jan. 1, will be in charge of a broad © 
spectrum of governmental and 
human services provided the city, 
in addition to the activities of the 
previous Community Relations 

Department, she is .expected to 
take charge of a number of federal 
programs such as the. Neigh- 
borhood Youth Corps (NYC), the 
Concentrated Employment, Program 
(CEP),-and—the-Codperative Area 
Manpower Planning System 
(CAMPS). 

Direction of the Department of 
Community Services represents 
quite a formidable task, but we are 
firmly convinced that Mrs. Williams 
is more than capable of performing 
a commendable job in her new and 
challenging situation. 

Well seasoned, she has gradually 
worked her way .up through the em- 
ployment ranks and knows her way 
around in numerous areas of gover- 
nment.

Super Grades Taboo 


The Federal Government has 
long been recognized as a major 
employer of people, mostly white. 
This image has improved somewhat 
in the past two decades, with some 
23 percent of all federal govern- 
ment jobs now held by non-whites. 

This, however, is about the best 
that can be said of the govern- 
ment’s policy so far as affording 
equal opportunity to blacks and 
other minorities in employment 

In-its January issue, “Black En- 
terprise” Magazine calls attention 
to the failure of the Executive 
Branch of government to place 
blacks in top level positions. The 
magazine's painstaking study 
reveals that there were only 239 
blacks holding top tevel positions 
in the executive branch out of more 
than 11,000 such positions. In other 
words, blacks hold little more than 
2% of these prime jobs. 

Black Enterprise Magazine con- 
tends that a major reason for the 
government's failu 


is the lack of pressure from outside 
sources to do ‘so. 

After World War |i, blacks in in- 
creasing numbers gained well 
paying, but low level, civil service 
jobs in the federal government, and 
now, non-whites constitute 23% of 
all the federal bureaucracy. 

But, as Black Enterprise research 
indicates, at the top level, or “super 
grades,” blacks hold little more 
than 2% of these positions. Even 
here, blacks are distributed 
unevenly in these top positions. 
State,, health, education and 
Welfare, housing and urban 
development have relatively large 


numbers of blacks at the executive 
level, while at the department of 
commerce, interior and defense, 
blacks hold less than 1% of the top 
positions. 

Obviously blacks are still far from 
gaining their fair share of the 
Federal Government's better 
paying, more responsible top level 
jobs. 

Editors of the magazine, a 
publication of the Earl D. Graves 
Publishing, Cogtpany, in the 
magazine's\ Juneé’*1973 issue, 
carried a list of the 100 top black 
owned busi in the U.S.A. the 
first.time that, such a list has been 
compiled. The fedéral jobs survey is 
the second /’6ndeavor by the 
magazine to ajert Black Americans 
to both their achievements and lack 
of same in enftepreneurship and in 
employment. | 

They are hopeful that the most 
recent survey Will stimulate local

Can the Negro continue to burlesque 
himself and expect to get respect and 
consideration for the more serious and 
important things? . 

This is a big question and its im- 
plications are far more serious-than 
most_of us think. 

For the past 15 years, we have been 
on a style binge. It has now reached the 
point of the ridiculous 

First we were going to Africanize our- 
selves. We bedecked ourselves in all 
kinds. of garbs and raiment under the 
belief that we were relating’ ap- 
pearancewise to our African brothers 
We developed the socalled Afro hair 
style, which, in my three weeks in 
Africa, | didn't see any Africans 
wearing. We draped ourselves in all 
kinds of hats, coats and shoes. The 
more exaggerated the characters in the 
socalled Black movies dressed, their 
counterparts were discernible in our 
streets, . 

In this area, the.men are out doing 
the women. Except for hair styling and 
amini’s, most of our women are dressing 
rather modestly and conservatively. 
Men are wearing outfits on the streets 
that would have coavulsed a burlesque 
audience’ a few years ago. ~ 

One of these characters, bedecked 
like a Christmas tree or a halloween 
parader, walking the streets of any 
African city, would-be as much out of 
place as a snowstorm. 

The present dress style of so many of 
our people, lends credence to the old 
stereotypes about Negroes - that they 
ate comics at whatever they do. Cer- 
tainly the present dress craze is more 
comical than practical. 

In the seven African countries | 
visited, the workers in the stores, 
banks, hotels, airline ticket office, all 
were dressed in conventional American 
style clothes; business suits, tailored 


dresses, etc. In government tifcles, one” 


sees very few kimono type clothes, 
even at ceremonial affairs. _ 

lt seems that Blacks in America have 
gone wild on 6xotic clothes, Other than 
those whites who manulacture and-sell 
these clothes to us, what benefit is ac- 
cruing to the race? Conversely, how 
much are these outlandish clothes hurt- 
ing us, especially in the area of employ- 
ment. 

if we keep perpetuating our comic 
image, how can we ever get accepted 
as-serious, mature,.deserving people? 


Image is a big factor in determining _ 


how_people are accepted. If you men- 
tion Africa, the first concept or the 
people is that of some-wild, ceremonial 
dancers with spears and drums. 

This_ image _is_exploited by travel 
agencies and tourist bureaus to entice 
vacationers and travelers to visit, what 


ahey call, “Exotic Africa.” Once you get, 


to Africa, finding one of these spec- 
tacles is difficult except where they are 
deliberately staged for the benefit of 
tourists on some reservation. 

The Negro in America has a difficult 
enough time overcoming the 


‘ 
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Throughout the century or more 
since -emancipation, education, and 
Particularly higher education of blacks, 
has been regarded by most Americans, 
black and white, as the key to black 
progress in every realm. This general 
theory retains its validity in spite of 
voices to the contrary. 

This point is.given eloquent support

Piter sets as his general! thesis that 
throughout the history of the United 
States, but especially since the eman- ' 
cipation of slaves, there has been con- 
stant tension within our society over 
whether segregation or integration of 
the races should be the basis of our 
national development. Recently, 
however, this issue has been séttled by 
the courts and the legislative bodies,

stereotypes pinned on us. during” 
slavery, Al every opportunity, white 
writers, authors and cinema producers 
adhered to these stereotypes to per- 
petuate the myth. Politicians and 
racists, seize upon these stereotypes to 
downgrade and ridicule us. 

We fought this kind of misrepresen- 
tation for years. Finally getting Amos 'n 
Andy off the air and, most of the other 
offensive debasing characters like Step 
'n Fetchit. Much of the music and 
school text books were cleaned up, 
eliminating “darky," “niggers,” “boy,” 
“Sambo,” etc. " 

Now that we have achieved victories 
and concessions of some son, it seems 
that some of our people are determined 
under one pretex orf another, to 
recreate us in the old stereotypes and 
images. “Nigger,” is used more openly 
now than ever before, not by whites, but 
by our own so-called sophisticates, The 
stage, cinema, now TV, are disgustingly 
{ull of epithets that we would have con- 
sidered fighting words a few years ago. 
In college newspapers, magazines put 
out by Black students, no holds are 
barred in offensiveness. What goes on 
under the guise of poetry and soul 
literature, is ludicrous, And, the dress 
of these'so-called sophisticates are just 
as ludicrous as their literary output. 

Many of these students can earn 
1000% marks for dress or dancing, but 
can't make a passing grade in any 
meaningful subject. ; 

We have a long way to go yet before 
we can say we are accepted..There are 
many who don't want their concepts of 
us changed in the least degree, Such 
persons will encourage and promote 
those who seek to perpetuate these 
stereotypes, be they white’ or Black. 
And, lately, Blacks have been doing a 
better job in this direction than whites. 

We can produce a Martin 9 
Who an win the Nobel Peac i 
his achievements are inconsequential 
in comparison to Isaac Hayes winning 
an Oscar, : 

Isaac Hayes comes close to con- 
forming to the stereotype and thereby 
thrives, while Martin Luther King -is 
gunned down because he is a non- 
conformist. 

With" so many of our people, 
especially the young, confused over 
image and sense of values, we have dit- 
ficult times ahead, Our’ unemployment 
ranks are growing rather than 
diminishing. Our school dropouts are a 
problem. Politically we are not moving 


> Nearly as—fast—as-our vote potential 


should indicate... 

Much of this is because we have not 
aligned our sense of values up with our 
social, educational and political needs. 
We continue to invest in those things 
that pay no dividends and have no 
future. We are putting the emphasis-on 
the wrong things and not in the right 
placés. We need to rearrange our 
priorities and revalue our needs against 
our wants. Unfortunately, right now, It 
doesnt seem that we are doing these 
things.

Instead the 
outlook, for black people especially, is 
grim, 

Peering into the murky months ahead 
we can see political uncertainty, 
economic bl and continued 
national séWdoubt. 

instead of the optimism and self- 
assured stance traditipnal at the start of 
a new year, the coUftry seems lost in 
indecision and ,contusion. A recent 
Newsweek article based on a Louis 
Harris Poll for al Senate subcommittee 
shows the exteqt of this mood 

The Poll found that a majority of 
citizens feel “America is in deep 
trouble.” Just about every major “in- 
stitution lost the public’s confidence 
compared to the polls in previous years 
Nearly two-thirds believe what they 
think doesnt count any more; a 
majority feel that the “people running 
the country don't really care what hap- 
pens" to them, and three out of four 
agree that the rich get richer and the 
poor, poorer. 

This dramatically negative view of the 
nation held by its own citizens is almost 
unprecedented and might increase in 
the coming year if the prime’ problems 
before’the country are not-resolved. 

The one on everyone's mind is the 
continued political uncertainty. The 
question regarding the White House is 
“Will he or won't he” -- resign? 
Resolution of the Watergate mess and 
related questions, including a final 
disposition. of the uncertainties sur- 
rounding the executive branch, are a 
necessity for black people. 

The basic problem facing cities, poor 
people and black people will need firm 
leadership and public confidence in the 
government and so long as these are 
missing we will continue to be at adis- 
advantage. So..1974.had. better see an 
end to the continual flow of rumors and 
a federal demonstration of taking the 
initiative, shaping events, and effective 
leadership.

economic questions. The socalled 
boom in 1973 did feature rising profits 
and-employment, but inflation actually 
lowered real income tor the working 
man and well over four million people 
were out of work, In 1974, virtually 
everyone expects a business recession 
compounded by the energy crisis 

Such a recession may drive unem- 
ployment rates up to the 8 percent level 
or higher. That means experts coolly 
Predict 7 or 8 million jobless in the 
coming year, and maybe more. Black 
unemployment is double that for whites, 
so an 8 percent overall unemployment 
rale could well leave 20-percent of 
black workers officially jobless, and the 
true figures are much higher’ still, 

So if anything is in the cards in 1974, 
it iSan-economic crunch that could 
wipe out the gains of the past decade 
and then some, This prospect may 
scare the daylights out of you and me 
but it hasn't seemed to penetrate the 
thinking of policy-makers in Washing- 
ton. Absolutely nothing jis being done 
to deal with this impending disaster. 

But if Washington has its blinkers on 
and won’ act, it's up to citizens to put 
some pressure on their congressmen to 
do something. We can’t afford to let the 
coming crunch be dealt with the way 
inflation,..the. energy crisis, and the 
abandonment of civil rights progress 
was handled. 

Ata bare minimum, action is required 
to: set up an» emergency - citizen's 
watchdog aommittee to insure that 
decisions on energy will fairly distribute 
the burden of the shortages, especially 
to see that fuel shortages don't result in 
lost jobs or reduced services for the 
poor, ? 

And this is the year to nationalize and 
liberalize the malfunctioning welfare 
system to soften the economic blow to 
the poor. But perhaps most urgent is 
the need for immediate federal job- 
creation to inswre that every citizen 
able to work finally gets a job this year, 

It will take this kind of positive action 
to put the country back on the right 
track and to restore public confidence 
in the governing institutions of the land.

The enactment of this Grand Jury is 
certainly long overdue. But there would 
be innumerous obstacles which would 
blunt any attempt by-interested persons 
to have created Federal Grand Juries to 
investigate the-deaths of these black 
students, not the least of these ob- 
stacles would be possible political 
ramifications on the politics In the 
states of Mississippi, South Carolina 
and Louisiana. But what accounts ‘for 
the true fact that few blacks have 
shown any interest in the creation of 


" an investigative body to assess the 


facts surrounding the deaths of. these 
black students? Could it be that blacks 
in general place a tow value on each 
other?

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Police. Tests 
Result In 
Controversy 


The new tests instituted by Cleve- 


land's Civil Service Commission 
following Judge Thomas’ order that the 
racially discriminatory impact of the low 
percentage of minority people passing 
the previous police test be remedied 
have resutted in a strident controversy, 

Cleveland's two large police organi- 
zations believe the changes will lower 
standards. Safety Director Carney calls 
them “asinine” and states that now “‘if 
you can breathe, you can be a police- 
man.” Mayor Perk is exhorted to 
change the Civil Service Board 
because they adopted the new tests. 
The Commission, of course, asserts 
that the changes will upgrade the 
caliber of the police. 

Aside from the racially biased under- 
tone of the controversy, its remarkable 
aspect is unacknowledged hypocricy 
and avoidance of the critical issue. 
There is. no clear definition of just what 
we expect our police to do for us. As a 
result past practice and conventional 
wisdom has made the policemen a 
target of much abuse and scape- 
goating. Simultaneously does this 
enable others to do their thing. Indeed, 
the task of the police has never. been 
defined in clear, operational language. 

Yet, only detailed specifications can 
provide a basis for predicting ap- 
plicants’ potential success’ or failure: 
Devising tests without having specific 
clarity about the authority and respon- 
sibility of the police is at best putting 
the cart before the horse, at worst it is 
irresponsible. 

It is imperative for Cleveland's 
growth to have the kind of police that 
can effectively free us from serious 
fears about safety and security. | there- 
fore pose a crucial question for the life 
of Cleveland. Can we at this time ac- 
curately describe that police force? | 
think not.

Blacks’ Future Looks Dim 


The Black communities throughout 
the nation face severe economic 
depression as a result of inflationary 
consumer costs and the energy crisis. 
While the entire nation -must now 
“tighten-its belt," thousands more black 
families will be strangled by proverty. 

Many black workers who were on the 
periphery of poverty or whose incomes 
vascillated between poverty ‘and on the 
edge of prosperity, must give up hopes 
of economic improvement because of 
mass unemployment. Not since the 
early 30's has the economic condition 
for black people looked so dim. 

Historically; whenever—the—nation 
faces an economic crunch, competition 
for jobs becomes critical and the ugly 
spectre of racism emerges again to ex- 
clude blacks from any fair share of 

jobs. It is possible that even the labor 
unions might revert to old tactics to ex- 
clude blacks from the benefits of 
organized labor. At least black workers 
must be alerted,to this possibility. There | 
are always counter forces, which in 
periods of economic prosperity may be 
hidden, that are revived to suppress 
and reverse the progress of black 
people in periods of economic decline. 

Accompanying economic declines is 
always social and political repression. 
Sometimes it takes the form of raw 
racist dogma; other times it is more 
subtle and systemic to the very in- 
stitutions which will be involved in long 
range or short range solutions to 
economic crises. 

We must not only be alerted to the 
extemal repressive forces, but to bad 
tactics within the black communities or 
among black leaders themselves in 
combatting economic depression. For 
instance, there is much rhetoric about 
“self-help” programs; much talk about 
“pulling ourselves together” to avert 
economic depression in the black com- 
munity. 

This approach is all right, but terribly 
dangerous if pursued as a single 
strategy or tactic. First of all, there are 
not enough economic resources in 
black communities themselves to save 
black communities from economic 
disaster. Secondly, it would be a 
mistake to withdraw from the struggle 
to get a fair and proportionate share of 
the nation's economic resources as a 
whole to save black communities from 
economic disaster. é 

Self-help programs are important to 
help in specific isolated situations, but 
cannot be generalized as a program ap- 
plicable to-the-entire-needs of the black — 
community. Self-help programs will 
help some; they will build pride, but 
they cannot create the economic base 
for security of millions of black families 
throughout the United States. 

There are many of our so-called 
friends who would support our self-help 
ideas, but become our bitter enemies 
when we persist in.getting our share of 
the total economic wealth of this coun- 
try. What we must do is to 
simultaneously create self-help 
programs and continue to persist in our 
Bruggle to get from local, state and 
federal governments our share of the 


brightly - maybe “they remember 
hearing a newscast that the electricity 
situation is*safe’with about a year's 


_supply of fuel. Maybe they did hear it 


heard it. and felt snug in electrical 
security for this season, Where does 
that supply stand? 

A pattern begins to emerge. One 
detailin the pattern is amassing more 
and.more power in the hands of the ad- 
ministration to turni crisis on and off by 

alioting, at will, to favor this or that -- 
shall we say “interest?” 


Another design in the pattern is the 
suddeness of the appearance of the 
crisis. Its overnight descent affords a 
wonderful technique to amass power by 
frightening people and have them hand 
in alf theif rights” and follow “blindly 
bureaucratic decisions rarely incubated 
by intelligent considerations. 

But, in it all there is another detail in 
the pattern, and it appears to be to up 
the cost of energy which may seem: to 
be lagging behind other costs 

A year ago we were faced with a 
meat shortage and way up went the 
price and, as soon as the desired level 
was reached, there was almost too 
much meat available out of sacarcity so 
shortly before. 

It must be remembered that gasoline 
lagged way behind and was a fraction 
above its pre-war costs while other 
things took big hops. Remember gas 

vars of the ‘30's of 24c and, to think, 
\Ust 3 months ago it was around 35c? 
fat wasn't much of a jump in 30 years 
while other prices léaped 3° or4-hun= 
red percent. 

Yés, it just might-be that the Garfield 
families are just agnostic about crisises 
— and so are many many Americans 
mubling they don't believe there are 
shortages 


Well, whatever may be the truth, if the 
scheme comes to fruition, we may get™ 


back to ordinary living and- some con-— 


gressional committees may go into: the 
crisis story and chips will fall where 
they may, like leaves in an autumn gust.

While we predict the possibility of 
severe competition for jobs, the rise in 
unemployment, we must insist that we 


donot withdraw from the struggle to be 
included in every single program which 
attempts to avoid economic depression.

If economic depression can be 
avoided, then every black person must 
gain the benefits, too.

Dental researchers do not 
believe that an unborn child 
absorbs calcium from the 
mother's teeth. According to 
a guide to oral. health, they 
attribute most of the increase 
in tooth decay during 
pregnancy to dental neglect. 
Increased consumption of 
sweets, failure to visit the 
dentist for a checkup, or poor 
home care may be contribut- 
ing factors. 

A certain kind of gingivitis 
(infection of the gums) may 
occur as a result of a hor- 
monal imbalance when there 
is poor oral hygiene. 

Good oral hygiene includes 
effective toothbrushing. Many 
dental authorities recom- 
mend that the toothbrush you 
use should have a flat brush- 
ing surface, soft but firm 
bristles (such as thosé found 
in the Py-Co-Pay Softex), and 
be small enough to get all 
surfaces, 

Proper dental care during

Of Oakland, California, bone 
poor, on stage they are totally 
together.professionals. 

Long and leggy, stylish 
with ae kind. of elan _nct 
usually associated with 
singers, Ruth, Anita, June 
and Bonnie Pointer prove 
irreyocably that they. are just 
about most exciting thing to 
hit music since Judy came 
over the rainbow. 

“Both Mom and Dad are 
preachers; though our 
father’s retired now. There's 
no real conflict between the 
way we were raised and now; 
they've backed us in 
everything we wanted to do. 
For a while Dad was a little 
hesitant, he wanted us to stay 
with typing and key punch 
operating, but Mama_ said 
whatever makes us happy is 
fine with her.”

Describing the Pointer 
Sisters’ music verbally is im- 
possible and against the 
natural order of things; 
calling it 40's type jazz 
singing with an emphasis on 
scat does them a disservice, 
yet neither is it traditional 
rythm and blues nor rock and 
roll. “We can't decribe our 
music either,” they tell you, 
fishing for descriptive words 
that won't dite. “It's fun 
music.”
